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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with William L Brooks on 2/17/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

• In claim 1 , lines 4 and 5, delete "a neck portion, a chin portion or the like of a 
cow" and insert - - "a neck portion, or a chin portion of a cow". 

• In claim 1 , line 9, delete "horse or the like during estrus" and insert - - horse during 
estrus - -. 

• In claim 1 , lines 1 9 and 20, delete "the symptom of a disease or the like of the 
cow, the swine, the horse or the like" and insert - - the symptom of a disease of 
the cow, the swine, or the horse - -. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable over the prior art as the 
prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest using a vibrograph attached to a cow, a swine, 
or a horse, to wirelessly transmit frequency value information to a central computer for 
use in an estrus predicting function, a delivery date function, and a disease discovering 
function, for the cow, the swine, or the horse. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

United States Patent Application Publication US 2005/0012623 A 1 to Jackson, III et 
al. discloses a method and apparatus for monitoring breeding behavior of an animal 
using an array of LEDs. 

The earliest priority date of this application is later than the filing date of the 
present application. 
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JP2001208602A to Hoshi et al. discloses the use of a vibrograph device carried by 
a person for determining pedestrian activity on recording paper at a preset rate set by 
a clock mechanism. 

This reference is concerned with the specific mechanisms and construction of 
the device, in particular, as it relates to recording activity on an attached paper 
recording mechanism. 

The Examiner does not consider this reference to anticipate or render obvious 
the claimed invention in view of the cited art as the disclosure of the reference fails to 
include or fairly suggest extension of the device to wireless transmission of frequency 
information that is used by a central computer for use in an estrus predicting function, a 
delivery date function, and a disease discovering function, for a cow, a swine, or a pig.
